Repre!<entative Clark tatrpdoeed a bill 
to pay |1 a day to Commonwealth wit- 
nt^Bsesinezaminingtriaisfor felony. 8uch 
a law would treble or quadruple tbe cost 
of criminal prosecntiooab and should 
never be passed. 

A bill IS pending to malie the law as to 
distribution of insolvent estates similar 
to that for tbe estalM of decedents, ez- 
oept thai in the winding up of the estates 
of parties wbo have attempted to prefer 
creditors, tbe rule of bankruptcy shall 
prevail. 

An Act for the Improvement of Colored 
Education, is the title of a bill intro- 
duced by Mr. Settle, of Owen. The bill 
gives colored scholars tbe privilege ot be- 
ioK tauijbt in normal schooU, colleges or 
academies where the trusieeu are willing 
to receive them. 

In the Senate Monday morning a bill 
to abolidh tbe office of State Inspector 
and Examiner was introduced by Sena- 
tor Darby, bis ground beini; that if tiie 
bill to establish a State Board of Prisons 
and Charities be passed, as seems likely, 
there will be no need for snob an* office. 

Mr. Draddy,of Newport, wants torcL'U- 
late the ranning and conducting of street 
railways in Kentacky by reqairing both 
a driver and conductor to be jilaced on 
tbe cars of all companies workiu»; in tbe 
Commonwealth. Under tbe bill, tbe 
conijianiea can bo fined §10 i)L!r day for 
e^cb car run without a conductor. 

Senator May obtained leave to intro- 
duce a bill to further regulate the duties 
of the Attorney General and the Com- 
monwealth's Attorneys by requiring the 
former to attend to the State's basiness 
in tbe courts in and out of the State and 
making it the duty of the latter to look 
after tbe State's business in their own 
districts. This is aimed at Attorney 
General Hardin. 

One of tbe moot important measurts 

passed so far ia that requiring corpora- 
tions, companies, associations, firms and 
persons engaged in mining or manufau- 
turing in this state to p>iy their employes 
semi-monthly, in lawful money of tbe 
United States, prohibiting the iaaue of 
scrip, regulating tbe sale of merchandise 
and suppliea by employers to employes, 
and providing penalties far violationa. 

Among the important bills now pend- 
ing is one to authorize the Commission- 
ers of tbe Sinking Fund to sell tbeState's 
intereat in all turnpikes in tbe State and 
to expend tbe proceeds to better provide 
good roads in this Commonwealth. Tbe 
State expended five millions of dollara 
for turnpikes, and its interests in them are 
eetimated as sctasliy worth but $500,- 
The bill pMp8aaato<distribuie this 
for free and permanent gravel roads and 
tnrnpilies in those counties wbicb tbe 
Slate liaa netar assisted in building roads. 
Before any money can be appropriated, 
however, the oounty ro aided must raise 
an equal amouint on. a tax which oan not 
exceed fifteen oenta on the $100 is any 
one year. 

A bill is pending whic!) some of tbe 
Judges in tbe mountain counties will be 
glad to see pass. It is an act to establish 
a State Criminal Court for tbe trial of 
any criminalise on indictment found 
in any Circuit Court of tbe Slate, when- 
ever snob case shall be certified to the 
State court with the statement that it 
Cinnot be tried in the court where it was 
found, because ot public feelini;. The 
CJurt may also find indictments when- 
eviT it appears that a felony lias been 
commuted in any county which cannot 
be properly investigated by tbe local 
court. Grand jurors and petit jurors for 
the court shall be summoned from the 
hole State. Tha Judge of tbe court 
sliall 1)0 elected next Auf^ust by the 
voters of tbe Slate for a term of four 
jaars at a salary of a Oiroutt Judge. A 
State Attorney shall also bo elected at 
the same time at a salary of |1,500. Tbe 
03urt shall meet at Frankfdrt

The cause of Mrs. Brown'e death 
was given as tolsilitis, but four cases ol 
diphuieria have since developed in fam- 
ilies ot rdacives, who were intimate 
with the family and were at the funeral

denounced for its conduct of diphtheria 
cases, and la.st night it decided to plac« 
all the blame on the bringing of the body 
of the Tiittle child from ( 'iuca;;o under 
a fiilse death c«>rtiflcate, in December, 
I lulertaki-rs, however, do not endorse 
this, and I'udertaker Ba'eman told your 
correspondent that he ha<i buried Charles 
Oeyer last Noveml)er, and ihe young 
man had the wornt case of diphtheria he 
ever saw, as his neck was fairly putrid. 
He was buried in the oouatry Mid the 
funeral was public. 

After that the five Gamer children 
died in Perry township. Of forty-fivs 
city cases reported to the board ot health 
in foar months than have been fifteen 
deatha, and OfBoer Satton toM your oor> 
respondent laat week that only dx were 
traceable to infection brought from Chi- 
cago. During the prevalence of ttie dis- 
ease two years ago diphtheria developed 
onlv in houses on certain streets whers 
weU water was used, and the same ruls 
is almost invariable now, for where there 
is exception contagion can be traced.
